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Mudless 


At first sight these features may not appear to be of any .great importance. But we 
believe differently. 

When people come to California for the first time they expect to find continual sun¬ 
shine, absolute freedom from cold and certainly no mud. Much to their surprise they 
usually find plenty of mud, lots of cold, frosty mornings, and fog thick enough to cut. 

First impressions are often not good ones. To wake up at some* towns, in a bank of 
dense, cold, dripping fog, with bedding and clothing full of fleas and then to find mud 
deep in the streets, does not create a pleasant frame of mind toward that particular com¬ 
munity. 

Here is where Sierra Madre has the advantage of nearly every other town in Los 
Angles County. The nature of the soil and the slope of the land prevent mud. 

Frosts are also prevented by the slope of the land. Air currents at night prevent 
frost here when both valley below and mourtain above are “nipped.” 

Likewise with fogs. The highest mountains are occasionally enveloped in “high 
fo7s“ and so is Sierra Madre.. But usually Sierra Madre looks down on top of the fogs 
which are common in the lower altitudes. ' 

Why fleas do not like this climate we are not prepared to say. : But it is a fact that 
the town is as flealess as it is fogless, frostless and mudless.

SCHOOL BONDS INVALID 

Upon advice of their attorney the 
oniinty siinervisor.s have declared In¬ 
valid the bond issue passed upon at the 
special election held in this school dis¬ 
trict last month. The legal advice Is 
- based on a technical error In publica¬ 
tion of the notice calling the election. 
The ruling was a surprise to school 
f trustees as well as to the publisher, 
none of whom was aware of anything 
Irregular in the publication. 

The law provides that the notice 
must be published three times, with 
not more than a week Intervening be¬ 
tween successive publications. The 
first publication of the notice was in 
; the issue of Thursday, Dec. 31, 1908. 

, The paper was issued on Thursday 
that week on advice of Mr. Haas, then 
city attorney, that the city publications 
then running should not be published 
on a legal holiday. The paper being 
published on Friday, the regular day, 
the following week, an interval of eight 
days between the publications was left. 
Thus, in the effort to make the official 
city publication.s valid the school elec¬ 
tion notice was inadvertently rendered 

invalid. __ 

The current statement of the First 
National Bank Issued in response to 
the call of the comptroller shows con-' 
tlnued growth in the business and re¬ 
sources of the local institution. De¬ 
posits have increased from $55,330 to 
$65,480 since the statement Issued in 
Nov'ember.

He found 
things in first rate condition and went 
on his way rejoicing.
